DON’T  WORRY  ABOUT  THRIPS 

If  your  Glad  blooms  appeared  blighted  last  year,  it  probably  was  a  thrip  infestation.  At  last,  simple 
and  effective  methods  have  been  compiled  for  the  eradication  of  thrips,  so  you  may  be  sure  of  getting  good 
blooms  this  year.  Put  all  of  your  bulbs  in  paper  sacks  with  naphthalene  flakes,  one  ounce  to  100  bulbs,  close 
sack  up  tight,  and  leave  for  two  or  three  weeks. 

This  treatment  will  kill  all  insects  and  eggs.  Infestation  carried  over  in  the  soil,  or  carried  by  wind  from 
other  localities,  and  infesting  your  plants  while  growing,  will  have  to  be  controlled  by  spraying. 

We  are  preparing  the  very  latest  and  most  effective  formulas  and  methods  of  spraying,  which  will  stop 
the  thrips  if  they  appear  in  your  plantings.  These  methods  are  simple,  and  if  applied  at  the  start,  you  will  have 
no  further  trouble.  Will  be  ready  for  sending,  together  with  planting  and  cultural  directions,  with  all  orders. 

BULBS  OF  QUALITY 

Our  crop  of  bulbs  is  the  finest  we  have  ever  grown;  large,  clean,  high-crowned,  and  properly  cured  to 
grow  the  best  spikes  of  bloom.  Not  a  thrip  in  a  carload. 

All  varieties  listed  have  been  thoroughly  tested,  and  are  the  best  of  their  color.  As  it  is  impossible  to 
grow  all  varieties,  we  discard  a  few  each  year  to  make  room  for  newer  and  better  ones.  If  you  desire  any  we 
listed  last  year,  and  do  not  find  them  in  our  list,  write  us  early;  we  may  be  able  to  supply  them,  as  we  are 
retaining  several  varieties  to  plant  early  for  cut  flowers. 

LARGE  bulbs  are  134  inches  and  up  to  3  inches  diameter,  and  are  generally  considered  best  for  exhibition 
purposes,  producing  the  best  flowers  on  longest  spikes. 

MEDIUM  size  bulbs,  %  inch  to  134  inches,  give  a  very  satisfactory  spike,  with  florets  usually  as  large 
as  from  larger  bulbs. 

SMALL  bulbs,  %  inch  to  %  inch,  are  planted  for  increase  rather  than  blooms,  but  if  not  planted  too 
late,  most  varieties  will  bloom.
